The Central Caban Belief Commit- 


tee appointed by President. McKinley 
asks for the immediate formation of 
efficient committees in every State for 
the collection of funds, food, clothiu? 
and medicines for Cuba's starving 
people, to be transmitted to General 
Consul Lee at Havana. 


What the patriotic Cabana most 


vRaeded and dealred ;f rom the United 
States was official recognition of the 
undisputed fact that a state of war ex- 
ists in Cuba and that the insurgents, 
who are carrying "on this war against 
the Spanish Government, be granted 
the rights of belligerents. That would 
give them the privilege of buying arms 
and munitions of war in the United 
States and shipping them to Cuba at 
their own risk. This right is accorded 
the Spaniards, bat it is denied the 
Caban 3, in fact American war vessels 
are stationed along the coast of Florida 
to' pre vent aid being sent from the 
United States to Cuba. If a party of 
men attempt to leave the United States 
for the' purpose of assisting the Cubans 
they are arrested as flllibusterers and, 
If convicted, imprisoned for months in 
American prisons. 
On the other hand 


Spain may buy in the United States 
and ship to Cuba, without interference 
by the Federal authorities, all the 
arms and munition of war that it re- 
quires. 


Tne United Strtes Senate months ago 


passed a resolution recognizing the 
Cubans as belligerents. 
This resolu- 


tion has been pigeon-holed in the 
House, and the President -in his mes- 
sage treated the Cuban question in a 
manner entirely satisfactory to Spain, 
and of coarse, utterly displeasing to 
the Cubans. Now the President, as a 
sop to the American people, who. are 
almost; unanimously in favor of Caban 
independence and displeased at 'the 
Administration's truckling to Spain, 
appoints a relief committee to solicit 
alms for the Cubans. 


It is stated by correspondents, who 


are now in Cuba and know something 
of the condition of the people, that 
from Havana to Matanzas there is an 
unbroken line of villages and settle- 
ments in which the inhabitants are 
starving. In many of the settlements 
deaths from starvation are of hourly 
occurrence and thousands have'died. 
It is estimated that 200,000 people are 
in the direst need, and that no relief 
from America caa save them while the 
country ia under Spanish rule. 


Heelings are now being held in 


various places in the TJ cited States at 
which resolutions are adopted express- 
ing deep sympathy for the Cubans and 
requesting Congress to recognize them 
as belligerents._ These expressions of 
sympathy for the Cubans are unheeded 
by the Administration at Washington 
because it would 
depress 
Spanish 


securities to recognize the Cubans at- 
belligerents and that would displease 
the money kings. 
- 


OBJECT TO C A K P K T B A G O K K S . 


Senator Pettigrew of South Dakota, 


a Silver Republican, is chairman of 
the Committee on Indiana Affairs. All 
nominations made by the1 President 
for Indian Agents are referred by the 
Senate to the Committee on Indian 
Affairs. That 
Committee, 
by 
its 


Chairman, has made an adverse report 
upon the nominations made by the 
President for agents at many reserve 
tions in the Western States and Ter- 
ritories. Among those reported^ ad; 
versely-is the name of Fred B. Spriggs, 
who has been appointed to the Nevada 
Agency at Pyramid Lake. 


Senator Pettigrew beiievesjn "some 


rale" and, unlike our Nevada gold 
friend, he is not swerved from that be- 
lief by fear of offending the President. 
He knows that the men' nominated by 
Mr. McKinley to be Indian Agents in 
Nevada, Colorado and other western 
states, are not citizens of those' States, 
bat were sent from the east and given 
the offices for services rendere'd gold- 
bag candidates in the presidential cam- 
paign. He is opposed to giving places 
at the Federal crib to carpet baggers, 
and be recommends that the Senate do 
not confirm the eastern men selected 
by the President to act as Indian 
Agents in the west. In the case of 
the Nevada Agency there were four or 
five residents of this State who applied 
for the ppsition, bat their claims were 
ignored and the place "given to a 
citizen of New York.

peared, is the Arch of States, built of; 
massive masonry and commemorative: 
of the unison of the States in the 
Trans-Mississippi region. In harmony 
with the idea, an invitation hss been 
issued by Governor Silas A. Holcomb 
of Nebraska to all of the executives of; 
the States named, asking them to con- 
tribute one course'of stone from the; 


quarries of their 
respective States. 


The foundation layer will be composed 
of Nebraska stone of enduring quality, 
and oil this the courses contributed by 
the different States will be laid in sym- 
metrical order.

structure is that of a triumphal arch, 
fifty feet high, twenty-five feet deep;

Upon the opposite side the frieze is 
repeated and the coats of arms of the 
remaining States of the Union are dis- 
played at the ends.

How to'Tabe a Bath. 


"I cannot understand why it is,'' says 


a physician, "that when I order a cold 
tub bath for my patients, the tempera- 
ture to be at 65 or 70 degrees, they 
never can understand how they are to 
do it. 'I suppose I shall let tbe water 
stand overnight,' says one. But it is 
not necessary to let the water stand 
overnight. "We are living under, civi- 
lized .conditions, and the very simple 
plan of turning on the hot water faucet 
for a few minutes will moderate the 
water to exactly the proper temperature. 
Some people do not" understand taking a 
cold bath anyway. I don't wonder they 
tako cold. To batho properly, when tho 
water is in the tub turn down the uight- 
elollies and bathe tho face and neck. 
Then, stepping into the tub, kneel on 
one kueo and with the sponge throw 
tho water first over one -shoulder and 
then over the other down the spine. 
That causes the reaction which makes 
tho body warm. Quickly spongo over 
the rest of the body, make a few mo- 
tions forward in the water, as if swim- 
ming, and then jump ont into the bed- 
room slippers. It need not take mow 
than a moment. Such a bath is very 
beneficial to many thin blooded people.''
